panied by Secretary Cortelyou, Dr. P.

Albany, N. ¥., July S.—Raymond 
Albers, a 13-year-cid lad, shot and 
killed Emanuel Koehler, a boy uf 12 
years, and then hanged himself. The 
boys were playmates, and. according 
to statements of neighbors, they had 
quarreled some days ago. 
Albers is 
the son of Albert Albers, a well known 
painter, and Koehler was the son of 
Rev. John T. Koehler, a minister of 
the gospel. 
Young Koehler was standing on a 
fence in the rear of Albers’ house. 
He was with his 8-year-old brother, 
Theodore Koehler, who was the only 
one who saw the shooting. The little 
fellow told his father that th# two 
boys had some words and that Albers 
raised s rifle that he had. and. point­ 
ing It at his brother, shot him. 
The rifle used was a 22 Robert 
rlflt of short calibre. 
The ball struck 
Koehler in the left breast and passed 
through his heart. 
He died almost 
instantly. 
When Albers saw whst he had done 
he ran Into the house and told his 
mother. The neighborhood was quick­ 
ly alarmed with the news and during 
the excitement Albers ran away. 
It 
was not until the arrival of the police 
that he waa found In the cellar of his 
home suspended by the neck from 
the end of a rope tied to a 
beam. 
When he had learned that Koehler 
«ras dead Albers went to the cellar, 
and. taking a piece of rope, tied It to 
a beam, and. standing on a

The Russian tariff difficulty, accord­ 
ing to a Washington dispatch to the 
New York Hun, may be still further 
complicated by Russia'* recent attitude 
toward Finland, one of-pin dependen­ 
cies, which for many years Im* enjoyed 
practically an Independent form of I 
government. 
Finland is a large Im­ 
porter of American agricultural ma­ 
chinery ami has always l*-en allowed 
by Russia to have Iw own custom 
houses ami custom* duties. 
It has 
levied duties on Import* from Russia 
and exports to Russia from Finland. 
the* revenues being applied to the In­ 
ternal government of the dependency. 
Russia lins now determined, how­ 
ever, to make Finland n part of the em­ 
pire and disregard the promises of 
Alexander II, who assured Finland an 
independent government with a sep­ 
arate constitution. 
The present czar 
has already taken steps to break down 
Finnish Independence, the latest being 
the adoption of measures looking to an 
absolute Russian control of the Finnish 
custom house*. This would mean that 
Russia would apply the same retalia­ 
tory tariff duties on American goods 
entering 
Finland 
from 
the 
United 
States a* on good* coming Into the em­ 
pire. 
This woald undoubtedly work 
a hardship upon the Finns, who have 
depended largely upon American ma­ 
chinery and at times upon American 
w heat and cereals. 
Already the people of Finland have 
begun to show their dissatisfaction at 
the attitude of Russia, and at the last 
session of congress Senator McMillan 
Of Michigan received a petition from a 
colony of Finns in his state asking that 
tills government protest against the 
conduct of Russia toward the depend­ 
ency. 
An official Inqu'ry has been started 
to ascertain Just what relation* exist 
between Russia and Finland ns to for­ 
eign commerce, with particular atten­ 
tion to Hie question of American ex­ 
ports into Finland.

Thus far th© revelations are 
confined alm ost wholly to Montana 
aud Idaho, but interior department of­ 
ficials ar© mclined to believe, from 
th© extent of the alleged frauds and 
th© apparent system under which they 
have been perpetrated, that they are 
not confined to that area. Only a few 
day* ago Sscratary Hitchcock was In­ 
formed of the finding of .102 Indict 
Wonts by the federal grand jury at 
Helena against alleged land frauds In 
Montana, and he received a telegram 
•aging that the federal grand Jury In 
Idaho ha* returned 90 Indictment* for 
the saw* offense. 
The Montana case* 
grow oat of the transaction by which 
United States Senator Clark has ob­ 
tained possession of about 14.0Q0 acres 
o tfh a public domain and timber lands 
ta that state, 
ft appears that Senator 
Otark purchased this property out­ 
right from a group of men in Montana. 
It lf not yet known here who I* the 
central figure In the alleged frauds 
fn Idaho. 
But Secretary Hitchcock 
has determined to Institute the most 
searching and unsparing investigation 
into all these cases, as he Is now do­ 
ing In Montana. 
In order to expedite 
the Inquiry It Is probable that he win 
order an Investigation made Into the 
operations vt the public land offices 
both In Idaho and Montana. 
It Is in­ 
timated that he cannot understand 
how such extensive frauds against th 
government could have been com mit­ 
ted lf the u ncials charged with pro­ 
tecting the public interests had been 
duly vigilant In the discharge of their 
duties.

This office In order to make such a 
record handled, examined and passed 
upon more than 100,000 papers of vari­ 
ous kind*. The office force Is not 
large and the amount of work done 
was far In excess of the average In 
public offices. 
The activity in timber of all kinds, 
la iron and In fanning lands all con 
trlbuted to the business done, though 
largely by reflex Influence, except In 
the case of farm lands Thousands of 
acres of this land were taken up direct 
from the government. 80 great Is the 
acreage and resources of the Duluth 
land district that the officials In charge 
expect its importance to be main­ 
tained. or to Increase, for many years.

New York, July 0.—A special to The 
tribune from Waahlngton says; 
News continues to regch the Inter­ 
ior department lndtcat'nf an extenalre 
system of land frauds in the North­ 
west Thus tor the revelations are 
confined almost wholly to Montana 
and Idaho, but interior department of­ 
ficials are inclined to believe, from 
the extent of the alleged frauds and 
the apparent system under which they 
have been perpetrated, that they are 
not confined to that area. Only a few 
days ago Secretary Hitchcock waa In­ 
formed of the finding of 102 Indict- 
monta by the federal grand jury at 
Helena against alleged land frauds tn 
Mordants and he received A telegram 
earing that the federal grand Jury An 
Idaho has returned 00 Indictments for 
the asms offense. The Montana eases 
grow out of the transaction by wbtoh 
United ptates Senator Clark haa oh* 
tainod paateaslop of about 14.000 acres 
oS fhe public domain and timber lands 
to that state, ft appears that Senator 
Otarte porch seed this property out 
right from a group of men In Montana. 
U la not yet known here who to the 
control figure In the alleged frauds 
to Idaho.
